Tt has been preached by an in- 
fluential school of theologinas for up- 
wards of fifteen years, In a com- 
mentary on the Sermon on the Mount 
which dates back to that period, the 
line of “true world conquerors,” is 
stated to be “Jesus, St. Paul, Luther 
and William I.”—an even division be- 
tween the Hebrews and the Germans, 
What the present kaiser thought of 
this arbitrary placing of his  grand- 
father on a higher plane than himself 
is not recorded, 

The prize for unconscious blas- 
phemy, however, should go to a 
Lutheran pastor named Deitrich Vor- 
werk, who, since the war began, has 
written the following paraphrases on 
the Lord’s Prayer: 

“Though the warrior’s bread be 
scanty, do Thou work daily death 
and tenfold woe unto the enemy.

soul is the world’s soul, God and Ger- 
many belotig to-one another.”

MISSION MAKES REPORT 


It is Also Regarded as Vital to the Empire that the Natural 


Resources be Safeguarded from 


any Pressure Which a Foreign 


Power Might Exercise to Secure Control of Raw Materials 


o-_—————————— 


The final report of the Dominions’ 
Royal Commission sets forth nuimer- 
ous conclusions and recommenda- 
tons which it brings to the notice of 
the imperial and dominions’ govern- 
ments, : 

It declares, regarding the scientific 
development of natural resources, 
that it is vital the Empire be placed 
in a position enabling it to resist 
#ny pressure which a foreign power, 
or a group of powers, could exercis¢ 
in time of peace or war through coa- 
trol of essential raw materials and 
commodities. ; 

It recommends that a complete 
survey should accordingly be made 
of the relation between empire pro- 
duction and empire requirements of 
such materials: 

With reference to such materials 
and commoditics as are mainly pro- 
duced and controlled outside of the 
Empire, such as cotton, petroleum, 
nitrates and potash, the most careful 
inquiry is needed regarding the pos- 
sibility of new sources of supply or 
the finding of substitutes within the 
Empire. Survey and investigation an 
this respect should be entrusted to 
the new imperial development board,} 
which should work through existing 
departments in the United Kingdom 
and self-governimg dominions and 
Iccal scientific departments and the 


Imperial titute far ni 
cr Colonies and protectorates. 


The report recommends far great 
er control by imperial and overseas 

rants, the creation of an imperial 
immigration authority for the  pur- 
pose of supervision, and a further 
consultative board to effect a proper 
co-relation between the central au- 
thority and the activities of the do- 
minions. 

It urges the need of providing ade- 
quate capital, training and assist- 
ance for infending soldier-settlers 
and far greater attention to the emi- 
gration of women from Great Britain 
and increasing the same. 

A proposal is made for the inter- 
change of school teachers between 
the United Kingdom and the domin- 
ions.

The report emphasizes the neces-

1916, 

In view of such orders-in-council 
and of the proclamation of his excel 
lency the governor-general, issued 
Feb: 12, 1917, and published in the 
Canada Gazette’ on the 17th of the 
same month, it is important that full 
information should be obtained with 
regard to all property, real and per- 
sonal in Canadian territory belonging 
to enemy subjects, and also with re- 
gard to all property, real and person- 
al, in enemy territory belonging to 
British subjects, together with claims 
British subjects may have against 
enemy governments, 

In order to comply with the direc- 
tions contained in these orders, re- 
turns are required from all British 
subjects, firms or corporations resi- 
dent or carrying on business in Can- 
ada, who are directly or indirectly 
interested in any matters coming 
within the classes of subjects follow- 
ing: .

enemy subjects: : 

(2) Debts, including bank deposits

A correspondent at the front, 
watching the sight of a great army 
pursuing a foe, and trying to realize 
to comprehend, the amazing labor 
and effort such a process involves, 
describes his impressions, 


The lines which the British held 
for four months before Bapaume 
are deserted. When the correspond- 
ent came to Bapaume the British 
troops were miles ahead—how far 
rone knew exactly, though in the 
distance the boom of held pieces 
could be constantly heard Neither 
side was using heavy guns theu—the 
time for them had not yet arrived.

The Brit- 
ish soldiers had passed that way days 
before and now everything necessary 
to push the Boche back past *he Hin- 
denburg line of defense was being 
brought up for their support. 

I he road everywhere was crowded 
with every possible variety of ve- 
hicle’ One passed hundreds and hun- 
dreds of huge motor lorries, bearing 
supplies of all descriptions. 

Red Cross ambulances sped by at 
great speed. Teams of American 
mules were hauling great wagons 
piled high with thousands of loaves 
of bread and sides of beef. Panting 
horses were drawing wagons laden 
with munitions of war. Others were 
bringing up huge loads of fodder, or, 
perhaps, tins of cocoa or condensed 
milk. Occasionally a powerful auto- 
mobile filled with staff  oificers 
threaded its way through the throng 
of vehicles,

procession went on unceasingly. 
About every mile in the traffic line a

Liberty has never 
through the arguments of — philoso- 
phers, but through the devotion and 
scli-sacrifice of its believers, It is 
as the victor in a hundred fights that 
it has come down to us. Again and 
again it has coe its inherent value 
by the sacrifices it has been able to 
command, Lives have been paid the 
toll for every step of its advance. 
And if in the present struggle the 
toll is heavier than ever before, it is 
because the crisis is greater, because 
from the ‘national scale the contro- 
versy has passed to international, 
Onur race has often bled for English 
liberty, it is called upon today to 
bleed for a European, @ world-wide 
liberty. 

Moreover, its enemy is of like pro- 

ortions. It would scem as if the 
Prussian state had been déstined to 
Set apart from the beginning to rally 
the forces of tyranny for their last 
encounter, By sheer efficiency, by 
‘the superiority not only of her mili- 
tary genius, but of her intellectual 
defence of tyranny as a_ principle, 
Prussia has gathered under her lea- 
dership all the scattered and hitherto 
ineffective elements of tyranny which 
exist in Europe. It is the little states 
that breed the big ideas. Palestine 
is one example, Greece another; yet 
a third is Prussia. The first stood 
for spiritual liberty, the second for 
intellectual liberty, the third for the 
tyrannic ideal complete in action and 
in thought. 

And in this last encounter it 
be as in every other—the side will 
win which can endure longest and 
suffer most. In this world every- 
thing sooner or later fetches its 
price. Life by life the price of truth 
we fight for has to be paid down ur- 
til falsehood is outbid and gives up. 
‘There never has been any other way 
than this. Is liberty the more value 
than tyranny to men, then it can en- 
cure and suffer more, It is precisely 
those who realize most fully the na- 
ture of liberty, who think of it not 
so much as an end in itself but as a 
process of becoming, the germ as it 
were of a constant growth kept in 
motion by the exercise of the human 
faenities on all the problems of life-- 
it is these who, estimating its influ- 
cnee on the centurics to come, least 
grudge the cost we are now paying 
for it. We ought not to grudge it. 
People who dilate on the sanctity of 
life and the horror of death and suf- 
fering take a too gross and material 
view of the human lot. We are pri- 
viliged; it is not given to every gen 
eration to die for the truth.—From 
the London Times.

In reality this monk’s religion was 
nothing but a cloak—he was a charl- 
atan and imposter. He was used as 
an instrument of intrigue by certain 
reactionary cliques, made many ene- 
mies, and was bitterly attacked in the 
Duma and the press, but the favor 
which he enjoyed in aristrocratic cir- 
cles remained unshaken. 

At last his conduct became un- 
bearable, and he was exiled to his 
native Tobolsk Before leaving he 
warned the Czarina that a disaster 
would happen. Three days later the 
Czarovitch fell ill, and the lay monk 
was immediately recalled. He is re- 
ported to have made and unmade 
ninistries; his waiting room was 
thronged with the most powerful men 
in the Empire, and the press had been 
forbidden to criticize him, Rasputin 
was a pro-German and a bitter enemy 
of the Grand Duke Nicholas) Even 
Count Witte had to ask his approval 
of the cabinet policy. 

In 1914 he was stabbed in the street 
by a peasant woman, who declared 
that she wished to avenge one of Ras- 
putin’s girl victims. He met his death 
at the hands of an assassin, three bul- 
let wounds being found on his body,

Petrified Bird’s Nest 

Petrified bird's eggs have been 
found on several occasions, but as 
far as can be ascertained, it re- 
mained for a Washington State man 
to find both a group of petrified eggs 
and the petrified nest in which the 
eggs were originally laid.

_ In the interval between these per- 
iods the history of alfalfa is inter- 
woven with the rise and fall of Em- 
hires and the movements of armed 
hosts. Alfalfa furnished fodder for 
the war horses of the Persians when 
Greece was invaded by the latter. 
Carried to Northern Africa, possibly 
by one of the followers of the Queen 
ot Sheba, it was later taken to Ltaly 
and still later the Moors left it in 
Spain as the one really beneficent 
legacy of the Arab conquest’ When 
the Spaniards themselves became 
conquerors, in turn they took the 
plant with them to Mexico in North 
Atierica and Chile in South America, 
and from Mexico it has spread, via 
California, all over the western and 
middle western States, and from 
Chile it has crossed the Andes to 
fced the herds of Argentina, 

‘To the Arabs we owe the origin of 
the name by which the plant is best 
known, To them it was alfacfaca, 
“the best fodder.” To Italy we owe 
the plant’s other name, lucerne: 

While the Spaniards are chiefly 
responsible for the introduction of 
alfalfa into the warmer States of the 
neighboring Union, the growing of 
the crop in Canada and the northern 
States appears to have been made 
possible by the introduction of seed 
from Germany. Alfalfa was first 
taken to Germany by the Spaniards, 
and in time it became hardened by 
its environment. From Germany 
Wendelin Grimm in 1857 brought a 
20-pound package of this hardy seed 
to America, and from that 20-poune 
packet most of the alfalfa grown ia 
Minnesota, the Dakotas and Mon- 
tana originated, About the same 
time another German brought to the 
Niagara district other hardy seed, 
and from this has sprung the Ontarto 
variegated of today, a variety which 
has given as satisfactory results in 
Ontario as Grimm has given in Min- 
nesota:

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Government Loans 
To Canadian Farmers 


A Proper Combination of Farmers 
and Money the Need of 
the West 


In Western Canada, as In all new 
countries, development is limited by 
the fact that a great many of the new 
settlers are unable to purchase live- 
stock and implements until they have 
taken one or more crops from the 
land, As a result, the new settler’s 
efforts are confined to putting in his 
crop and harvesting it. 

If he were able to purchase suffi- 
cient cattle to start a good herd, some 
hogs as well, he would be enabled to 
live much better at less cost, as he 
would be producing a great many 
things for his own table besides be- 
ing able to market the surplus. 

While government loans to farmers 
for this purpose have been a subject 
of discussion in all the prairie pro- 
vinces, it has actually been put in 
Practice in British Columbia, Up to 
the end of last October loans aggre- 
gating $234,430, and in number 144, 
had been granted by the agriculaural 
credits commission of that province, 
In all 1041 applications for loans 
were received, the amounts asked for 
totalling $2,175,455. 

The farmer applicant must meet 
certain requirements before he is 
granted a loan, appraisement of the 
applicant’s property being made in 
each case, and many of the applicants 
have been unable to secure loans be- 
cause they did not come up to the 
standard set by the commission, 

Early in 1916 the provincial govern- 
ment secured $1,000,000 which is be- 
ing loaned out to farmers at the fav- 
orable rate of 6.5 per cent. The bulk 
of the loans made are for long terms, 
the longest period for which a loan 
may be granted being thirty-six and 
one half years. 

These long term loans may be 
made on the amortization plan, inter. 
est and principal being payable half 
yearly. ‘The short term loans may be 
made from three to ten years, and 
need not be amortizable. Borrowers 
have the privilege of paying off in 
addition to the regular half yearly 
payments $25 or any multiple of $25 
from time to time on any interest to 
date, in the reduction of the mort- 
gage. 

The commission has five appraisers 
in the field, and each application is 
carefully dealt with. Two of the di- 
rectors of the commission have spent 
considerable time in the field with the 
appraisers for the purpose of obtain- 
ing first hand information regarding 
agricultural lands and conditions 
throughout the province. The ap- 
ftaisers send weekly reports, after 
which the various applications are 
dealt with by the commission. 

The policy of the commission, with 
the limited amount of moncy~art its 
disposal, has been to give considera- 
tion to those applications where the 
money is to be used for purposes that 
will tend definitely to increase agri- 
cultural production, and for this rea- 
son many applications for smaller 
sums have been granted, as in this 
way the money will be spread over 
the province and also go considerably 
further than if all the loans granted 
were large ones. 

Other provinces of Western Cana- 
da have also under consideration var- 
ious plans for making capital easily 
available to settlers. Sone great need 
of the province is recognized to be a 
proper combination of farmers and 
money. Every step in that direction 
tends to increase agricultural produc- 
tion and the general prosperity of the 
country. 


Mink Farming 


These Valuable Fur-bearers Can Be 
Successfully Bred 


While fox ranching is the most im- 
portant and best known branch of 
domestic fur production, the rearing 
of various other valuable fur bearers 
will probably occupy a _ prominent 
Place in future fur-farming develop- 
ment, The experience of Mr. E, L- 
MacDonald, of Halifax, demonstrates 
that mink can be successfully bred in 
captivity: 

“In the spring of 1914, I decided 
to try if some success could not be 
attained with this highly nervous and 
delicate animal, and bought two pairs| 
from a rancher. As one of these had 
been injured when caught it died 
shortly afterwards, but after some 
difficulty I was able to purchase an- 
other female. In the spring of 1915 
I had fourteen live minks, but unfor- 
tunately on account of not separating 
the young of one of the families from 
the mother soon enough, | lost the 
mother, In the spring of 1916 I had 
forty-six to take care of, and, profit- 
ing by my experience of the year be- 
fore, was able to save all of them and 
this year, with no bad luck, I will 
probably have one hundred animals. 

“If their surroundings are at all na- 
tural, with the proper care in feeding 
and a little judgment in the mating 
season, I can see no reason why any- 
ene so inclined, cannot raise mink 
both profitably and as a pastime, 

“[ find the ranch-bred mink are 
more contented and much larger than 
the wild ones, and believe the regu- 
lar feeding is conductive to better 
fur; being larger, af course, the ani- 
mal is more valuable from every 
standpoint, 

“The dens should be large enough 
for them to play in, and as natural 
as is possible, although they are am- 
mals that do not require any luxuries 
if their house is dry and clean,” 


Protest Slaughter of Young Cattle 

Viewing seriously the danger of the 
depletion of the country’s stock of 
cattle, caused to a large extent by 
the slaughter of so many young cat- 
tle to be sold as meat, the St, Cath- 
erines, Ont., city council has unani- 
mously adopted a memorial to the 
Dominion government to take steps 
to stop the slaughter for meat of all 
cattle under the age of 20 months and 
to prohibit the sale of veal, 

Every town and city in Ontario 
will be asked to co-operate in bring- 
ing the matter to the attention of the 
Minister of Agriculture 


Boy Scout Notes 


Many Medals Awarded During Past 
Year for Life Saving 


Since the Boy Scouts movement 
was organized cight years ago; Boy 
Scouts in the United Kingdom have 
earned 1,885 tedals for various acts 
of gallantry and 34 certificates of 
merit, 175 of these medals were 
awarded during the past year, accord- 
ing to the report of the Executive 
Committee of the Council, which is 
just to hand, 

It seems little short of remarkable 
that 78 out of the 175 medals award- 
ed during the past year were for life 
saving when it is estimated that this 
is practically double the average num- 
ber of medals awarded in this con- 
nection in any previous year, In the 
foregoing seven years 375 life saving 
medals were awarded to Boy Scouts. 
The awards during the past twelve 
months were as follows: Bronze 
Cross (for heroic acts) 2; Silver 
Cross (for gallantry with risk) 16; 
Medals for life saving 78; Silver Wolf 
seen! merit) 14; Medals of Merit 

2. 

Much attention has been paid to 
public services lately and the boys 
have been encouraged by the offer of 
the war service badges. For instance, 
38,392) War Service Badges were 
awarded to Scouts who put in 28 
days’ voluntary service in aid of war 
causes, and 2,232 badges to Scouts 
who completed 100 days’ service in a 
similar way. This war work includes 
all kinds of public services such as 
assisting the police and fire brigades, 
etc, Coast watching is another form 
of service which has grown in popu- 
larity among the Scouts of England. 
The arrangement with the admiralty 
for the supply of Boy Scouts to assist 
in coast watching still continues and 
numbers, varying from 1,300 to 1,800 
have been employed in this way. 
They have won the cordial apprecia- 
tion of the Admiral in charge of 
coastguards. Badges for 84 days’ 
coast watching were awarded to 2,208 
Scouts. 

Vocational training is receiving 
merited consideration from the lead- 
ing educationalists, not only in Can- 
ada, but throughout the Allied coun- 
tries. At this point mention may be 
made of the training which Boy 
Scouts receive, leading up to this line 
of endeavor in the technical schools. 
Badges are awarded to Boy Scouts 
who show proficiency to a certain 
standard in the following subjects: 
Carpentry, Basket Making, Engincer- 
ing, Plumbing, Printing, and a num- 
ber of other useful trades. 

The Chief Scout and founder of 
the Boy Scouts movement, Sir Rob- 
ert Baden-Powell, is most anxious to 
extend the development of handi- 
crafts among Scouts in all parts of 
the Empire. Many boys through pro- 
ficiency badges are enabled “re dis: 
cover for themselves their inclina- 
tions and find vocations which appeal 
to their natural abilities. 


A Good Excuse 


Is the Kaiser Making the World His 
Enemy to Escape Wrath 
at Home? 


Have the aristrocrats of Germany, 
foiled in their dream of world power, 
declared war against civilization that 
they may appease the wrath of a dis- 
illusioned and defeated people by 
pleading inability to contend against 
a world in arms?

The economic value of birds, be- 
cause of their service to agriculture, 
horticulture and forestry, is estimat- 
ed in Minnesota at $2,500,000 an- 
nually, This is a saving brought 
ahout by the destruction by insectiv- 
orous birds of insects harmful to 
crops, fruits and trees, and the pro- 
tection of such birds should be en- 
couraged, Clubs and societies are 
being formed in most sections for 
this purpose, and many schools and 
irdividuals are encouraging the plac- 
ing of bird houses and feeding sta- 
tions. While the non-gaine bird sit- 
uation is improving, the State De- 
partment reports the depletion of 
grouse, partridge and prairie chicken 
as alarming, and that refuges, closed 
seasons and protection from natural

Of Resources 


Government Control of the National 
Sources of Wealth Is 
Necessary 


The experience. of the Great War 
teaches as its cfearest lesson that 
national efficiency in peace, no less 


than in war, depends directly on the 
Wise common control of the natural 
resources, which are the basis upon 
which all human welfare necessarily 
rests. The nations of Europe are 
ok ee: with one consent to the con- 
trol of their supplies of coal, iron, 
copper, timber, oil, and water-power 
by all the people through their gov- 
ernment for the common defense and 
tor the common good. Our natural 
resources must be retained in nation- 
al control. We see now, more clearly 
than ever, that natural resources are 
the foundations of national efficiency 
end defense. The Great War has 
proved definitely that coal, oil, tim- 
ber, and other resources are as im- 
portant in modern warfare as men 
and armns. Water-power in particular 
ought to be kept in the public hands, 
because it is a vital necessity in the 
Froduction of nitrates and without 
nitrates high explosives cannot be 
made, 

$ In addition, we know that if there 
is “an ecomonic war after the war,” 
the national control of natural re- 
sources will be a fundamental essen- 
tial to this nation. Government con- 
trol of the natural sources of wealth 
is necessary if our nation is to be in- 
dustrially efficient, if it is to be pre- 
pared either for war or for peace. 
There is a broad patriotic task just 
ahead of us-—Gifford Pinchot, Presi- 
dent of National Conservation Asse- 
ciation of United States. 


Alberta Raises 
High-Class Timothy 


Rapidly Coming to the Front as a 
Grass Seed Province 


That Alberta is springing to the 
front as a grass-seed province, is sug- 
gested by Superintendent Brown, of 
the Dominion government elevator in 
East Calgary. Mr. Brown reports 
that already there are more than 40 
cars of timothy seed in the big stor- 
age plant and that the seed is of such 
quality as cannot be raised in any 
cther section of the continent. 

“Our second class timothy seed is 
bringing the same rating in Chicago 
as the native prime seed of the Unit- 
ed States,” says Mr. Brown in a 
newspaper interview. 

The superintendent said that this 
was the first-year that grass-seed has 
been grown in any quantity—ia—the 
provitice, 1¢€ encouragement by the 
Dominion government to this indus- 
try during the past year or two is, 


therefore, bearing fruit, said Mr. 
Brown. 
“When the prediction was made 


some time ago that we would get 40 
or 50 cars of timothy seed in this 
house, it hardly seemed a probability, 
but the prediction will be more than 
fulfilled. With 40 cars of the seed 
already in the house there will be 
more coming in. I understand that 
there are now seven cars at one point 
in the southern section ready for ship- 
ment to Calgary. 

“We are getting equipment to han- 
dle this product in better shape, so 
that the future is bound to see the 


timothy seed industry one of our 
most important ones, 
“Is it a profitable crop? It is in- 


deed. With this seed selling for from 
$5 to $5.50 per 100 pounds, one can 
see what the industry will do for the 
province. It is this class of product 
that will make the dollars roll into 
Alberta in seasons when some other 
now more staple crops have not de- 
livered the goods. It is mixed farm- 


ling in its best aspect.”

from that Siberia which has spelled 
for all the world supreme suffering 
for freedom-—the last word in crush- 
ing, autocratic domination of an as- 
piring, liberty-seeking people.
